ULowell's budget crisis gets national 
College Press Service attention

(CPS) — Angered by the state 
legislature's decision not to 
give S38.5 million in extra 
funds to education, about 1,000 
University of Utah students 
walked out of class Sept. 30. 

And in Massachusetts, a group 
of college presidents said they 
would defy Gov Michael 
Dukakis's Sept. 27 order to 
Massachusetts' 29 state 
colleges to lay off 700 people to 
help the state offset a S340 
million budget shortfall. 

Dukakis had forced campuses 
to make drastic cuts earlier in

In your opinion, why is higher 
education being treated the way 
it is right now, by the Dukakis 
administration. Or do you think 
it goes beyond the 
administration? 

Well, 1 think you -1 mean to the 
extent one focuses one's 
attention on the administration; 
1 think you're making a fatal 
error, because ultimately the 
issue is one of resources; And 
that can only be voted on by the 
legislature. And so you have 
that and the legislature is 
responding to what it perceives 
to be an anti-tax sentiment. And 
unfortunately, you have a 
business community which is 
no better, which has been 


1989, too. 

“This is not something that I 
will do in the middle of a year 
where we've already cut $8 
million," said Joseph Duffey, 
chancellor at UMass-Amherst, 
which complied with the earlier 
round of cuts. 

“There's no way we can do it 
and be a university when it's 
over," said William T. Hogan, 
president of the University of 
Lowell, which Dukakis 
ordered to lay off 56 people to 
help save $2.5 million. “1 
won’t do it." 


basically acquiescent to the 
financial plight imposed upon 
the system. It is very interesting 
because in most other states the 
business community is leading 
the charge for a commitment to 
education and making 
education a priority; and in this 
state for some bizarre reason, 
the leadership is not there. If I 
asked you to name me a well- 
known CEO of a high-tech 
company pushes out front for 
education, you couldn't name 
anybody. Whereas, in other 
states some of the key people- 1 
use David Carnes of Xerox- For 
people to focus on the 
administration to the exclusion 
of everybody else is a major 
strategic error. 


In Utah, it was students who 
revolted. 

“We want the legislature to 
know it's not just student 
government members that are 
angry," said government 
member Wendi Brown. “It's 
the whole student population." 

Students returned to campus 
Sept. 25 to find that legislators 
had decided earlier in the 
month to return the “extra" 
money to taxpayers rather than 
invest it in education. Nearly

Mary 
Connelly, Director of Student 
Activities, was a participant as 
well as the leader of the group, 
presenting the students with a 
segment on University 
Resources, and leading 
discussions about leadership 
experiences. 

The 19 student participants

There are about 1200 
undeclared Liberal Arts 
majors at the University of 
Lowell. Until recently 
Professor Luter of the History 
Department was the only 
faculty member advising these 
students. 

Well, Professor Luter gave 
up his position as sole advisor 
of undeclared Liberal Arts 
majors Obviously the job of 
advising some 1200 students 
is not a job for one person. 
Dean Blewett, Co-Dean of the 
College of Arts and Sciences, 
has been busy trying to figure 
out how best to help these 
students. 

Approximately 300 of 
these 1200 students must 
declare a major during the 
next advising period; once 
you have 60 credits you must 
declare a major. The 
Professors from the various 
Liberal Arts departments will 
find this advising period more 
difficult as the 1200 students 
are being divided among 
them. 

CLASS, (Center for 
Academic Learning Support 
System, formerly the 
Freshmen Center), will be 
assisting in advising the 
students. The center will have 
peer advisors to go over those 
dreaded core requirements 
that all of us will fulfill 
before we graduate. From 
CLASS the students will be 
referred to the Counseling and 
Career Development Center. 

The Counseling and Career 
Development Center is 
located on the third floor of 
the Mary McGauvran Student 
Union Building on South 
Campus. CLASS has 
locations on both North and 
South Campus; third floor 
Southwick and the basement 
of McGauvran. Peer 
counselors are available at the 
Counseling and Career 
Development Center to help 
use the Discover computer. 
The computer has nine 
modules and some can aid in 
choosing a major and career 
path. 

Students may also meet 
with counselors one on one to 
discuss their plans. There are 
eleven counselors available at 
the Counseling Center and 
they are there for us! We can 
make appointments to talk 
with a counselor about career 
plans, personal problems, or 
anything else that concerns us. 
1 should point out that these 
counseling services are free! 

There are many resources 
available to us at the 
University and sometimes we 
may forget that they are here. 
It can take a situation like 
having 1200 undeclared 
Liberal Arts majors who need 
advising to remind us of these 
resources, but they are 
available. 

The teachers who are 
advising us should also be 
aware of these resources and 
where they can refer students 
if need be. Urn sure they 
would welcome any help 
when it comes to advising. 

So if you need a little 
advice or guidance make sure 
you get it. Go to your 
advisor, visit one of the 
CLASS locations, or check 
out the Counseling and Career 
Development Center. Don’t 
wait until things get too 
A tf*f*i r» 11 1 1 m handle.

boycotted — canceling classes 
for about 450,000 students — 
that day to protest the 
legislature's decision. 

“We're paying more and 
more," Brown complained, “but 
we're getting less and less.” 
For instance, she said, the 
university library is ranked 99th 
out of 107 peer institutions. 
“Our library is losing, and the 
school is losing credibility,” she 
said. 

The legislature earlier in the 
year granted a 4 percent 
increase for higher education 
— not enough to keep up with 
inflation — but the university 
hiked tuition 8 percent. Brown 
noted. 

Students are hoping the 
walkout, a public rally, a letter- 
writing campaign to legislators 
and a benefit dance for the 
beleaguered library will send a 
message to the legislature, 
“Hopefully,” Brown said, “they 
won’t be so quick to send the 
money elsewhere.

higher education and K-12 are 
taking cuts but I think people 
feel cuts could be made 
elsewhere, places like the 
MWRA, the MDC, the DEP. 

Correctly or not, the people 
seem to feel that that’s where 
the fat is, if you want to call it 
fat. 

Well, that’s just not factual. 
The fact is the legislature has 
mandated. If you talk to any 
developer they will tell you the 
backlog in the DEQE, now the 
DEP, is enormous. 

Well, I’ll give you a for- 
instance; they just knocked off 
the planner for the Lowell 
Heritage Park, so the repair of 
the canal , which collapsed 
about two years ago, will not 
happen. 

So the repair of a canal that fell 
down two years ago just 
won’t happen. 

What I’m ytring to tell the 
governor is to bring in people 
from the private business sector 
and say look at us, top to 
bottom. That is, I think, the 
way to go about it.' 

That’s a really interesting 
approach, one that 1 hadn’t 
heard of.But 1 think on e of the 
main problems is public 


perception: the public perceives 
that there is some enormous 
waste going on in state 
government; whether it’s 
factual or not, doesn’t really 
seem to matter As long as they 
believe that, there will be the 
anti-tax sentiment. 

If in fact that exists, and I think 
you're obviously right that it 
does, how do you dispel that 
perception, and a governor 
standing up and saying we’ve 
now acheived efficiency, is 
going to accomplish zero. The 
only group that can get up and 
say the system is running at an 
acceptable efficiency is the 
business group. They hopefully 
will come in, do what’s 
necessary to put it in shape, and 
pronounce it in shape as soon 
as the reforms are instituted. 
And that’s the only group that 
people will believe. Nobody 
inside the system is credible. 

In this whole mess, which it 
really is right now, is there any 
one group or a person (it could 
never fall to a person, but) Is 
there anyone to blame, or 
anyone to find fault with? 

Well, everyone has their own 
theory; I'll tell you mine. If 
you ask the question: “Why is 
this happening now?” 

My own theory about all this 
(I've thought about this a 
lot,and I’m not sure I’m right..) 


But I think that what you see is 
the final rejection of the spoils 
system in Massachusetts. If you 
go back and look at the history 
of politics in this system: the 
fact is if you find that there was 
such a thing as the spoils 
system in that if you won 
political office, you won an 
opportunity to do things for 
“your people” And he people 
who have got those jobs may 
not were not always qualified: 
and their sense of responsibility 
was to the person who got them 
the job, not to the job itself So 
you have a history of no-shows 
and abuses and attitudes that 
are different that you 
would have in a private setting. 
Now when you had high 
unemployment and ethnic 
politics dominating, that’s how 
you build organizations, and 
they always won. What’s 
happened since the high-tech 
explosion is you have all these 
people moving in who don’t 
subscribe to that politics and 
are offended by it. And we’re 
lashing back at them. So if you 
think of it as your traditional 
democratic politician who gives 
jobs to his friends and calls that 
“people politics” and that’s 
somehow more humane, and 
then on the other side you see 
your sort of prototypical 128 
engineer. Those sides, those 
two people cannot talk to each 
other. And the prototypical 


engineer feels that he/she works 
long days, works very hard, is 
always at risk, and is bearing 
the tax for someone who may 
not show up and work, 
someone who may be a friend 
You have to make it clear to the 
legislature that the old game is 
over. You have to bring them 
in, give them power, and make 
them work. 

You have no idea of the lasting 
impression of what ULowell 
did. People are still talking 
about it. 

There is respect for students 
who are willing to say what 
they think. 

Well, as one of the major 
coordinators of that, I was 
never more proud. We 
expected a minimum of 500 
people and a maximum of 1000 
students. 

I will argue with you about 
your strategy, but in terms of 
the sheer number and how you 
all conducted yourselves, I 
think there is a spirit present. 
We’re trying to create public 
interest-what comments would 
you have? 

I don’t want to denigrate what 
you did--where I differ with 
you is strategy. I think the 
focus should be on the people 
who will be here a year from 
now 1 would have focused on 
the legislature.

I didn't get a chance 
to tell him about the last movie 
I d seen because he changed the 
subject but I kept thinking back 
on what we had been talking 
about and I applied it to WHEN 
HARRY MET SALLY... 

ALL IN THE FAMILY'S 
meathead, Rob Reiner, is no 
longer acting. He has turned 
his talents toward directing 
movies. He came up with the 
idea for WHEN HARRY MET 
SALLY from his own journey 
through the dating world after 
his divorce from actress Penny 
Marshall. Along with Nora 
Ephron (who wrote the movie), 
he created a screenplay that 
tracks the course of the friend¬ 


ship between Harry(Billy Crys¬ 
tal) and Sally(Meg Ryan), over 
a period of 13 years. The spe¬ 
cial thing about this movie is its 
emphasis on conversation. 
Harry and Sally meet (in 1977) 
on a road trip from Chicago to 
New York. They meet again 
five years later on an airplane 
and then two years after that in 
a bookstore, where their friend¬ 
ship is finally confirmed over 
dinner. Harry and Sally have 
their personal problems but 
they are able to deal with those 
problems by talking them over. 
Freud's theory of psychoanaly¬ 
sis realized by amateurs. 

The appealing aspect of 
WHEN HARRY MET SALLY 
is the firm basis it has with real¬ 
ity. Harry and Sally are a sort 
of everyman for the eighties. 
As I watched them grow closer 
towards each other and listened 
to their conversations, I felt like 
they were living part of my life 
on screen. Billy Crystal estab¬ 
lishes himself as an emphatic 
actor in the role of Harry. He 
showed me that he's not just a 
stand up comedian. Meg Ryan 
has always seemed wooden and 
featureless in her other movies. 
Her characterizations have 
often relied on the strength of 
her leading man. In the past 
she has chosen to follow, but in 
this movie she stands apart 
from her leading man as a 


whole character. She doesn't 
give a great performance but 
when compared to her other 
films (Presidio and Innerspace) 
you can see a new maturity and 
confidence in her ability. 

The characters are all well 
developed individuals and that 
can be credited to the insightful 
Nora Ephron but the real star of 
this movie is Rob Reiner 
WHEN HARRY MET SALLY 
is a big improvement over the 
subtle humorlessness of THE 
PRINCESS BRIDE and it is a 
welcome romantic comedy. 
Reiner handles the character 
interactions with an easy light 
direction. He also connects the 
movie's underlying theme of 
long lasting love and marriage 
without making the ending 
seem contrived. 

Although this movie may not 
be showing in theaters any 
longer, Im sure that its trip to 
video will be a short one. I saw 
it twice and I enjoyed myself 
both times. The film will have 
you singing “Let's Call The 
Whole Thing Off” by Louis 
Armstrong by the time the cred¬ 
its roll and you can count on a 
good discussion for the trip 
home. Reiner also contrived to 
include the title of his next film 
within the movie by having 
Harry read Stephen King's 
MISERY. That's what you call 
an inside joke. Enjoy!

When you walk into the 
neighborhood multiplex to 
catch the latest movie, you 
become, whether you're con¬ 
scious of it or not, a voyeur. 
You pay an admission to sit in 
the dark in order to stare up at a 
giant screen that becomes a 
window to another world, a 
one-way mirror that lets you 
observe people interacting in a 
time and place strange and dif¬ 
ferent from the world you 
inhabit. 

A good movie does not let you 
sit passively; it draws you into 
its world, allowing you to go 
through new experiences vicari¬ 
ously. Too often, though, the 
pictures we go to see are irritat¬ 
ingly reminiscent of what we 
find on television, which broad¬ 
casts disposable programs like 
soaps and sit-coms-visual 
candy. Escaping to the cinema 
usually brings you the same 
cops, car crashes, and comic 
book characters only blown up 
to fit a movie screen. This 
movie season needed some¬ 
thing new, original, startling 
and involving, and it finally got 
it in sex. lies, and videotape. 
Steven Soderbergh's directorial 
debut, and the film that beat 
this year's only other truly riv¬ 
eting film. Do The Right Thing, 
for the Palme d'Or in Cannes. 

Former model Andie Mac- 
Dowall plays Ann. the soft-spo¬ 
ken and unfulfilled wife of the 
egocentric Yuppie lawyer, John 
(Peter Gallagher). From the 
opening moments, Soderbergh 
forces us into the role of voyeur 
by having us over hear Ann's 
voice before we even see 
her—we literally eavesdrop on 
a session with her analyst. John 
is carrying on a torrid affair 


with Ann’s sexual dynamo sis¬ 
ter, Cynthia (played by the sul¬ 
try, husky-voiced Laura San 
Giacomo), who is introduced in 
an erotic rendezvous with John. 
Because we are immediately 
exposed to each characters' mot 
intimate moments, we are 
already deeply interested when 
Graham (James Spader), John’s 
old college buddy, wanders into 
this ripe Louisiana scene. 

Graham is a nice guy, but he’s 
a loner and a little strange (he 
dreads getting a job or apart¬ 
ment because it would add 
more keys to his sole car 
key—he likes the comfort and 
simplicity of having only one 
key). At one point, he and Ann 
have an intimate conversation 
over lunch, where each tells the 
other something deeply person¬ 
al. Their hesitant, self-con¬ 
scious manner is realistic, but 
never boring or pretentious 
because the script is full of wit, 
surprises, and, of course, lots of 
sex; we hang onto every word. 
Once Soderbergh draws us in, 
he never lets go. 

We eventually learn that Gra¬ 
ham can satisfy his sexual urges 
only by watching videotapes of 
his interviews with women who 
talk about their sexual experi¬ 
ences. While we, as movie¬ 
going voyeurs, are drawn into a 
particular world, Graham 
employs his voyeuristic tenden¬ 
cies to detach himself from the 
people on his video screen, as 
well as those in his life. 

What follows is a series of 

confrontations and resolutions 
between the four characters that 
ultimately reveal more about 
the nature of love than of sex. 
Films in which most of the 
action comes from the interac¬ 
tion between characters are 
rare, but as sex, lies and video¬ 
tape proves, they can be among 
the most compelling.

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MASSPIRG is here to stay University of Lowell Sports Car Club 


On Wednesday October 11, 
1989. students at U-Lowell 
voted YES to continue the 
MASSPIRG chapter on campus 
for another two years. In terms 
of percentages, over 71% of 
those voting agreed that U- 
Lowell should continue our 
MASSPIRG chapter through a 
waivable four dollar per student 
per semester fee. These funds 
will then be pooled together 
with the other 26 other college 
chapters across the state and 
used to address environmental, 
consumer, and hunger/home¬ 
lessness issues. 

Presently, we here at the 
MASSPIRG chapter are going 
full steam ahead with a pro¬ 
posed referendum question for 
the 1990 Massachusetts elec¬ 
tion ballot. MASSPIRG, along 
with several other environmen¬ 
tal groups, is now working with 
the Recycling Initiative Cam¬ 
paign to help them put a repon- 
sible packaging question on the 
ballot. Specifically, the pro¬ 
posed question would, as of 
1996, require that all packaging 
sold in the state be either recy- 
cable. made of recycled materi¬ 
als, or be reusable. This ques¬ 
tion will be addressing the fact 
that 30% of our solid waste 
stream is made up of packag¬ 
ing. In order to qualify this 


question the people at the Recy¬ 
cling Initiative Campaign need 
to gather nearly 100,000 regis¬ 
tered voter signatures. In order 
to help them achieve this the U- 
Lowell MASSPIRG chapter is 
presently coordinating massive 
petition drives throughout the 
Lowell community. Further¬ 
more, we are presently working 
with the SGA to coordinate a 
voter registration day so that U- 
Lowell students can get 
involved in qualifying this and 
another ballot question which 
the SGA is working to qualify. 
If you are at all interested in

In closing, we would like to 
thank all those environmentally 
conscious students that remem¬ 
bered to vote yes to continue 
our chapter.

Let's put out the fire first

The State of Massachustetts is a building. This building is on 
fire, in fact, it is engulfed in flames. If your house or building was 
on fire would you call the carpenter before you called the fire 
department? Of course not, you must put out the fire before you 
can rebuild. 

People, who in these times of crisis, within the state who contin¬ 
ually call for new taxes are trying to rebuild before the damage is 
contained. Right now the last thing we want to give the people 
who havemis-managed and mis-spent our tax dollars is more 
money. 

What we do want to do right now is force the legislature and the 
Governor to make cuts where the taxpayers want them made. Peo¬ 
ple must let there legislators know where they should initiate these 
cuts. The one area we all seem to agree on is that we should not 
cut education. Both K-12 and higher education has suffered dearly 
over the past 18 months. It is about time some other areas start to 
feel the sqeeze. 

For example, an aid to a prominant legislator told me in confi¬ 
dence that, "working for the MWRA is like dying and going to 
heaven. You do nothing and make 40 grand per year." This is 
totally unacceptable.

The one place everybody would 
like to look at is the Governors immediate staff. I personally met 
with the Governor two weeks ago, in this meeting there were no 
less than six people standing and watching. Maybe they did serve 
some purpose, but I would question as to wheather or not they were 
all needed. 

Is raising taxes the immediate answer? Contrary to what one 
editorial states this week, I submit to you that taxes are not the 
immediate answer. 

Fact: Over the last four years the state budget has more than 
doubled. 

Fact: Full time salaries in state government have risen by more 
than 45% in five years. 

It may be me, but these increases are considerably more than the 
rates of inflation during this period. 

We also know that education has gotten rich over the past five 
years. Where has all the money gone? 1 can't answer that question, 
but we should hold those who can answer that question account¬ 
able. The first places to be cut should be those places that recieved 
that money. 

No, new taxes are not the answer. Someday, a long way from 
now, we may have a state government that is operating somewhat 
efficiently. When that time comes, it may be realistic to examine 
the tax situation in the state. 

We are a long was from being at that point and we show no 
immediate signs of arriving at this point. 

Scenario: The state is operating at an efficient level and people 
believe that it is. I would be willing to all but guarantee that if a 
reasonable tax package was presented that was dedicated to K-12 
education, higher education, and our transportation infrastructure 
(meaning our roads and bridges, which are crumbling), I would bet 
that very few people, including republicans like myself, would sup¬ 
port it. I would bet that Barbara Anderson, who has been portrayed 
by some people as nothing short of the anti-christ, would support it. 

The people of this state will not stand for new taxes right now, 
and rightly so. People who call for immediate taxes are not being 
realistic. Even if new taxes were instituted, does anybody think we 
would see that money in higher education or here at ULowell, I 
don't think so. Stop kidding yourselves. Let's put out the fire, then 
we'll talk.

Faculty takes pride in students actions 


It was a privilege to witness 
the 2000 ULowell students who 
sacrificed their time Wednes¬ 
day, October 4, 1989 to petition 
the legislature to stop further 
cuts in the already woefully 
decimated education budget. 
Those faculty who were present 
on Boston Common felt great 
pride in the fact that these 
young men and women were 
able to express themselves so 
forcefully and maturely. As 
their teachers we need to help 
them understand that the deple¬ 
tion of funding for education 
and human services is a direct 
result of the federal policy of 
the past eight years and the dis¬ 
astrous effect that it has had 
upon the traditions of educa¬ 
tional excellence and human 
compassion which have made 
this nation great. It is on the 
local and state level the result 
of the after math of Prop 2 1/2 
that swept this state nearly a 
decade ago. Indeed, the crisis 
would have occurred much ear¬ 
lier had not the strength of our 
economy and the revenues it 
produced enabled the state to 
return much needed tax money 
to the cities and towns thereby 
preventing the decimation of 
local public school education. 

Even amateur students of his¬ 
tory and economics know that 
there is a natural if not inex¬ 
orable ebb and flow to prosperi¬ 
ty and its opposite hard times. 
However, the strength of the 
Massachusetts’ economy has 


always been linked to its high¬ 
ly-trained and well-educated 
work force, its international 
reputation as a center of higher 
education, medicine and the 
arts. It is a place where people 
want to live and educate their 
children. What a sad commen¬ 
tary that out of its current eco¬ 
nomic prosperity, the people of 
Massachusetts are failing their 
young people in their hour of 
greatest need. The economy of 
Massachusetts is not imploding 
on itself; it is, however, enter¬ 
ing a long-anticipated period of 
economic ‘slowdown’ At the 
same time, it finds itself victim¬ 
ized by the federal policy that 
has made the concept of ‘taxa¬ 
tion’ an anathema to nearly 
anyone who can spell the word. 

We can see the effects of the 
concept that a ‘tax-free’ busi¬ 
ness community and a ‘tax free’ 
upper class have had upon our 
nation, already. A walk down 
any city street makes it impos¬ 
sible to avoid the number of 
homeless and helpless that have 
been affected by a soaring real 
estate market that was not 
matched by any planned for 
investment in affordable hous¬ 
ing. The number of soup 
kitchens in this country multi¬ 
plies almost exponentially with 
every passing day. A walk 
down the streets of the Acre 
can show you numerous exam¬ 
ples of children who are ele¬ 
mentary school dropouts with 
no parents visible to provide 


them with supervision and care. 
The cost of private higher edu¬ 
cation has soared to the degree 
that only the very rich or the 
exceptionally talented can enter 
such institutions. The responsi¬ 
bility of educating the middle 
and working class youth of this 
Commonwealth has thus fallen 
upon the state at the very time 
when growing numbers of citi¬ 
zens have bought into the 
rhetoric of Barbara Anderson 
and her ilk, namely, that a mod¬ 
em state can function without 
any revenue base at all. 

The Commonwealth of Mas¬ 
sachusetts is third highest 
nationally in per capita income. 
It is thirty-eighth in per capita 
tax assessment. No one wishes 
to pay higher taxes. But it 
stands to reason that until the 
;national government addresses 
the impact of their irresponsible 
fiscal initiatives upon the dete¬ 
rioration of quality of life in 
this country and acts upon it by 
restoring the money it has taken 
away from education, health 
and human services and other 
programs necessary to the life, 
liberty and pursuit of happiness 
in this country, we must make 
some sacrifice for the next gen¬ 
eration for whom the future, at 
this moment, seems very grey, 
indeed. 

It seems to me to be morally 
bankrupt of us as a faculty if we 
do not work in solidarity with

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Paul Geary continues Rape means violence, not sex 


Last week our editor-in-chief. 
Bob Manning, wrote an article 
which hopefully, along with the 
rally at the state house, will 
spur a new spirit at this univer¬ 
sity. I think that it already has. 
At the risk of engaging in 
hyperbole. I thing that what 
happened t the state house was 
a watershed for the university's 
student body. No longer can 
anyone with any authority say 
that the students at U Lowell 
don't care about anything. 

In the past 1 have commented 
on the apathetic nature of the 
students here in the pages of 
this paper. 1 always had the 
feeling that the only school- 
related issues which every stu¬ 
dent discussed with any regu¬ 
larity was from the standpoint 
of either a north or south cam¬ 
pus bias. You've heard the 
comments before; you’ve read 
the graffiti on the walls. Things 
like, “South campus majors are 
airheads, and are all people 
who can't hack engineering,” 
and “North campus people are 
nerds who spend all their time 
counting the $30,000 they think 
they’ll get a year when they 
graduate.” I too engaged in this 
kind of discourse, at least to the 
extent that I hoped that for their 
sake the north campus people 
would get the $30,000 because 
we south campus people were 
sure having a lot more fun than 
them. 

To an extent the rally changed 
that. There were hundreds of 
people from each campus who 
came together for the same 
cause — to save our university 
from financial decimation. In 
the process, I think that the 


south campus people gained a 
measure of respect for the north 
people because we saw them 
there with us at a political rally. 
And the north people got a taste 
of some of what we do down 
there on south. They saw a 
rally that took nerve, dedica¬ 
tion, organization, and a little 
bit of brains to put together. 
That is very refreshing. 

The very fact that one-tenth of 
the entire student population of 
U Lowell rode thirty miles in 
those horribly uncomfortable 
buses to show the governor 
how they felt is something that 
a lot of us will not forget soon. 
The something that a lot of us 
will not forget soon. The frac¬ 
tious society that is our school 
was galvanized because we as a 
whole were threatened. I think 
that at this point we should not 
only continue to fight for the 
school’s survival; we as stu¬ 
dents should fight for some 
respect, which U Lowell clearly 
does not get its share of in pro¬ 
portion to the academic and 
athletic accolades that we bring 
to this state. 

After all, this is the school 
whose engineering department 
is world-class. US News and 
World Report recently ranked U 
Lowell in the top twenty techni¬ 
cal schools in the entire coun¬ 
try. And I do seem to recall 
that the Chiefs won the NCAA 
Div. II basketball title two years 
ago. Our political science 
department, if you will indulge 
me a plug for my own depart¬ 
ment, is coming into its own. 


The state of Florida was the 
scene last week for a very sad 
event in the history of the civi¬ 
lized world. A jury of six peo¬ 
ple found a defendant not guilty 
of a rape that he had admitted 
committing because , in the 
words of the jury foreman, the 
woman who was raped “... was 
asking for it.'' 

The facts of the case appar¬ 
ently are not in contention. The 
victim was a scantily dressed 
prostitute. The alleged perpetra¬ 
tor initially planned to buy her 
services. When she changed 
her mind, he didn’t Instead, he 
held her at knife point, beat her, 
raped her and left her. 

More than a few comments 
have been written to express the 
outrage that a case like this 
elicits. And, in deed, more 
should be written so that this 
case does not pass us by too 
quickly. More than expressing 
outrage, however, we need to 
come to grips with the underly¬ 
ing why of this case which, if 
we look closely, we will see is 
so patently clear. 

What is at issue is a funda¬ 
mental confusion over the 
nature of rape. Rape is an act of 
violence. It is about power, 
force, domination and the total 
disregard for the value and dig¬ 
nity of another human being. It 
is not about sex and passion or 
about romance and desire. And 
here in lies the problem. All too 
often, rape is confused on this 
level and seen as something to 
do with sex when in fact, sex is 
merely the form in which a par¬ 
ticularly unvarnished form of 
violence appears. 

Nor is this confusion a male 


preserve. The jury that found 
the Florida rapist innocent of 
his crime was made up of three 
women and three men. The 
women presumably agreed with 
the analysis of the jury fore¬ 
man. Much the same opinion 
was expressed in the Lowell 
Sun earlier this week when two 
out of Five women interviewed 
about this case also thought the 
prostitute more or less deserved 
what she got. 

Closer to home, date rape or 
acquaintance rape often reflects 
this fundamental confusion. 
Sometimes the situations are a 
bit more subtle than in the 
Florida case; but the facts are 
all the same. Regardless of 
what takes place before the 
decisive moment, as soon a 
woman says no, the nature of 
what follows is fundamentally 
and irrevocably different. It 
makes no difference whether 
one is married or single, 
engaged or a stranger. Any man 
presuming to force himself 
upon a woman who has sig¬ 
naled her objection is guilty of 
rape. At this point, any sem¬ 
blance of love, romance or inti¬ 
macy ceases and is replaced by 
violence, domination and 
power. There is no middle 
ground. 

It has often been said that 
every cloud has its silver lining. 
If the Florida case has a silver 
lining , then it has to be the 
extreme nature of the circum¬ 
stances involved. The fact that 
the woman who was raped hap¬ 
pened to be a prostitute has 
absolutely nothing to do with 
the fact of rape. To assert that 
some people ask to be the vic¬ 


tims of violence and humilia¬ 
tion is, on its face, ludicrous ... 
prostitutes included. The 
unusual circumstances of this 
case provide an opportunity to 
view rape with a pristine clarity 
that is not often available. The 
silver lining is the bold relief 
into which this case throws the 
heinous crime of rape. 

Last week's travesty of jus¬ 
tice in Florida should be care¬ 
fully studied both by men and 
women. It presents a teachable 
moment that we ought not let 
pass us by.

Yet 
the need for compelling and 
creative leadership continues 
undiminished.
